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WIIY FORNEY WAS DEFEATED

PRESIDENT « ELECT DNUCHANAN'S AT-Y
TEMPT TO MAKE HIM SENATORM

A Pennaylvania Eplsode of 1837 Tnstractlve
to Mintenmen of Today—'The Frestdent's
Tetter Recommending 1 Candidats
Cauwed the Fainl Nemnorntle Defection,

Hannnuge, P, Jan, 1 <TIn 1857 the term
of Unlled Blates Sanator Michnrd Brodhead
of Ponneylvanis explred, and hoe was desirous
of a redlectlon. Jumea Jiuchanan had been
eslnetod Prasident the pravions Novem bior, and
in his nomination and elactlon no one had
becn more infMusntial than John W. Forney.
In faet, It war throuigh Fornay's sfforts nad
by methods which lila enemies did not hesi-
{ate to sny were irregular, that Penneylvania
was oarclod by the Demoerata at the ODatober
elootion of 18541 the Etate election then
belng held In  that month, It was most
fmportant to the sucesrs of the Democrata In
Novembor that the party rhould earry the
Etnte In Octobor becanss of the moral effoot of
Kuoh siecoss on the party nt Inrge. Conasquent-
Iy the vietors of Octolsr, 185), arowning ns it
Aid the previoua work of Col Forney on be.
hall of Duchanan, strengthened the bond of
politieal and personal frlendahlpy Lolween the
two, and plneed the great Influenee of tho
I'rosident elest at the servics of hia devotad
adhorent. Fornoy's ambltion was tha United
Slatos Sonatorship. Ho was then oditor of
the Powspleaning, the leadlng Domooratio
newepaper of the Sinte.  Anxious and williog
to roward Forney, and yot bound by elreum-
stances that made it Impossible to jgnore tho
claima of that coterls of sSouthern statesmen
who had balked the ambition of Btophen A.
Douglna 08 an opponent of Buehanan, tho
P'rosident elect welcomed tho fact that For-
ney's demunda did not rench toward & place In
the Cabinat or in the diplomntic service, thus
leaving him fres of responsibility In the roe-
oenltion of Col. Forney's servievs.

Henator Brodhead hal made himaolt objeo-
tionable to BDuchanan by lils peristent oppo-
sition to the Wheatlanil statesman's efTorts to
secure the nomination for the Urosldency. an
opposition that was prompled by a stroog do-
slre on the part of the Dennsylvania Senntor
to bo the nomines of tha party himsel, Tho
Logislature of 1857 was extraordinarily eloss,
the Demounrats having but throe mojority on
jolnt ballot. To the sururlsa of the politliclans
a strong opposition ta Col. Forney for the enn-
didney for United States Sanator developod
at Harrisburg, James Buchsnoan had alveady
mnde his cabinet scloctions, and tho faet had
beon pubilished, There was no placo left for
Forney, it ho wara defeated in his aspirations
bofore the Legistature, and the complications
that would result in such an event woro slarm-
insz. The metive leador of the opposition to

‘orpey was Henry 1. Foatar of Wostmoreland
county, Hennunouncod himself as 8 candiduto
for Unlted Stutes Senntor. Thon Chatles A
Bueknlvw, Johin Koboios, and Hoodriok 13,
Welght cume Into the contost, nnd Mr. Hroad-
liond boeame n very unimportant factor in it

Henry 5 Mottt of like county, wis thon the
most conspicuous  manager of  Democeratic
politics In Ponnsylvantin.
